35-Mile Zones _ 


Urged on Four 
Roads in Bibb

MACON—Capt. W. A. Jones. of 
the Georgia State Patrol, has rec- 
ommended 35-mph. speed zones on 
four stretches of Bibb County 
roads. The Captain conducted a 
survey after County Commission- 
ers adopted a resolution favoring 
reduced speeds. 

Jones’ recommendations have 
been sent to Col. George W. Wil- 
son, Director of the Department 
of Public Safety, who will make 
the final decision on the speed 
zones. If Wilson approves them 
the County will erect proper signs 
and enforce the regulations. 

The Bibb County Board of Com- 
missioners requested that the 35- 
mile rate be set up on the follow- 
ing roads: New Columbus Road 
from Columbus Road to Bloomfield 
Road; Bloomfield Road from Co- 
lumbus Road to Rocky Creek 
Road; Rocky Creek Road from 
Bloomfield to the Pio Nona by- 
pass, and on Bloomfield Drive from 
Bloomfield Road to Rocky Creek 
Road.

City Construction Chief Clarke 
Donaldson will file annual reports 
showing that his division has ex- 
pended more than $4,500,000 in 
improvements including 1946 bona 
fund outlays. 

The largest single item is bond 
expenditures totaling $3,173,850 to 
date. They: include $513,567 on 
the Broad Street extension; $374.- 
994 on construction of the new 
South Boulevard underpass; $1,- 
265,552 for rights-of-way on the 
North-South Expressway; $124,281 
for rights-of-way of the Glenn 
Street underpass and Glenn Street 


'widening; $21,852 for elimination 


of the Hill Street offset at Memo- 
rial Drive; $221,287 for rights-of- 
wav for the West North Avenue 
underpass; $426,285 for construc- 
tion of the Park Plaza; $226,012 
for rights-of-way and extension of 
Techwood Drive. 

In addition, the Department ex- 
ecuted 403 projects during the 
vear at an outlay of $1,229,749 
from funds other than bond funds. 
Included were 4.5 miles of new 
streets built from paving bonds, 
Fulton County and the Georgia

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Sen. Gholston’s Compromise Plan 


Sen. Knox Gholston’s modification of 
his proposed new highway plan for Geor- 
gia eliminates one of the chief points of 
difference between his plan and that ad- 
vanced by Gov. Talmadge. 

It ought to mean a compromise is more 
easily possible in the forthcoming session 
of the General Assembly. 

Yesterday Sen. Gholston, who has been 
plugging for years for a reorganized High- 
way Department free of political inter- 
_ ference, announced he has changed his 
plan to conform to the objections of high- 
_ Way engineers regarding the rigid. allot- 
ment of funds by formula. The Senator’s 
original plan called for legislation setting 
forth a formula under which each county’s 
Share of road moneys would be appor- 
tioned. His compromise proposal would 
drop that requirement for urban and pri- 
mary road funds but would hold to the 
@llocation of all secondary road money. 

Gov. Talmadge’s plan calls for alloca- 
tion by formula of only 80 percent of the 
secondary road funds. ; 

The only remaining important differ- 
ence between the two proposals is the 


method of naming the Highway Board. 
Sen. Gholston wants the Legislature to 
elect the Board. Gov. Talmadge thinks the 
Governor ought to name the members, 
with approval by the Senate, as is the case 
with other constitutional boards at pres- 
ent. The Governor also wants only five 
members while Sen. Gholston’s Board 
would have 10 members, one from each 
Congressional District. 

So far the Governor is holding to his 
position. 

There are, in fact, objections to either 
method. And it is doubtful that either 
would eliminate politics entirely from 
highway building. The choice for the Leg- 
islature in this particular is to decide 
whether it wants its own members pres- 
sured by interested groups or whether it 
believes the Governor can better cope 
with the situation. 

At any rate, Sen. Gholston’s compro- 
mise plan ought to mean the General As- 
sembly will find agreement easier. 

Georgia needs a highway program so 
badly it would be a shame to let the few 
differences that remain stand in the way. 


You Don't Shoot Santa Claus, But-- 


It was the late Al Smith who said that 
no one shoots Santa Claus. That may be 
true, but twice now a couple of divines, 
one Catholic and one Baptist, and that 
acidulous-tempered Mr. Westbrook Pegler, 
layman, have drawn beads on the old boy.

assistant of Satan’s. 


Both these gentlemen have been met 
with challenges from within their own 
folds, and the President of Fordham has 
leveled a reply to Mr. Pegler, which is 
published in his column on the opposite 
page.

1950 Promises To Be Even Better 


WASHINGTON—The encouraging note about business prospects for the new. year that lies 
ahead is that among businessmen, consumers and investors generally optimism has replaced the 
pessimism that ruled at the beginning of 1949. As the old year ends and the new begins there is 
a wide field of agreement among business leaders and economists that 1950 is to be another year of 


high-level prosperity. 7 

All of the signs point in that direction. The 
people still have lots of money and remain in 
a mood to spend it, as the record Christmas 
sales show. Liquid funds in the hands of con- 


sumers are immense, and the money supply of 


the country continues at near record levels. 
To cite a few basic factors in the outlook, 
Government sources estimate that: 
Total personal income of the people in 1950 
is expected to exceed $217,000,000,000, compared 
with $212,000,000,000 for the past year. That 


will be a new income record, surpassing the 


postwar peak of 1948. 

Of this, wage and salary payments will form 
the biggest part—approximately $139,000,000,000, 
against $135,000,000,000 for 1949. 

Farm income is expected to fall to some 
$13,000,000,000 in 1950, a decline of about 11 

t from 1949, but still highly profitable 
according to all past standards. 

Taxes will take about $20,000,000,000 out of 
the huge pile of individual incomes, thus leav- 
ing around $197,000,000,000 for the people's 
spending and savings. Estimates are that spend- 
ing will claim around $182,000,000,000, com- 
pared with consumer spending of some $178.- 
800,000,000 in 1948 and 1949. 

By these standards, 1950 should be even a 
better business year than 1948, which was sup- 
posed to mark the peak of the postwar boom. 

Hence it is that the note of optimism over 
the business outlook that is being sounded at 
the close of the year appears to be well justified.

On the private business front sich industrial 
leaders as President Charles E. Wilson, of Gen- 
eral Motors, predict that 1950 will be another 
year of business prosperity—if nothing happens 
to “scare” American buyers. He foresees auto- 
mobile production of 6,000,000 cars, which is a 
wholesome sign of good business conditions. 

At the same time, the National Association 
of Manufacturers anticipates that manufacturing 
production in 1950 will remain within 5 or 10 
percent of the high output for the past year, 
either up or down. And despite some of the 
setbacks due to the coal and steel] strikes, the 
1949 factory production was only 8 or 9 percent 
below the peak figures of 1948. This speaks for 
continued high industrial employment and pay- 
rolls. 

Finally, the National Association of Purchas- 
ing Agents, in a year-end survey, has, reported a 
general feeling of optimism among businessmen 
throughout the country. The purchasing agents, 
who keep their figures on the business pulse 
strings of the country, have found that industrial 
production, which is usually falling off at this 
time of the year, is holding well, with order 
books firm, employment good and prices mostly 
stable. As a parting word for the year now 
ending, despite some of the gloomy predictions 
made at the start, it didn’t turn out to be a bad 


A Grave and 
Fine Cattle 


Dinty Moore, down in Newton County, was 


showing me, what are, I am sure, the fattest 


white-faced cattle in Georgia. We were riding 
along a wet, red-gravel road which curved, suddenly, around a 
clump of pines. + 


Deep in the pines was a tall, bone-white gravestone, beaten by 
many rains and baked by endless hot Summer suns. We stopped 
and got out. Dinty Moore had cleared the brushes and brambles 
from the spot where the stone stood. When we got near we saw 
all about it smaller, unmarked stones of perhaps a half dozen more 
graves. 


“Slave graves,” said Dinty Moore. 


We stopped before the large stone there in the midst of the 
graves with their anonymous stones. The inscription on the large 
one had been protected from the weather by the brambles and 
bushes which had stood there for so many years until Dinty Moore's 


men cleared them, and still was legible. 

Mike “Michael Whatley,” the words began, “died Feb. 7, 1825, 
in the 67th year of his life. He was a member of the 

Baptist Church for 35 years.” 


That was all. 


Michael Whatley had been born in 1758. He had seen the 
Colony of Georgia join the Revolution. As a young boy of eight 
he heard the news of the fighting. He had cheered the victory 
and had greeted the new republic. We do not know where he was 
in those early years. It is not likely those among whom he died 
knew much about him. It is possible he fought in the War of 1812. 


I rode along looking at the grand cattle. But I kept thinking 
about Mike Whatley, dead there in his lonely spot almost 125 years. 
Dinty Moore said no one in the community had ever heard of him 
from the old-timers or from the old histories. There were a lot 
of Whatleys in the early history of Georgia, and many of them 
made fine contributions to the State. Nowhere yet is there any 
word of Mike. 


Story For Mike there, buried among the slaves, he must have 

been a drifter. There is not much evidence. But one 
can imagine his story. There were no dates of birth on the stone. 
So, Mike did not know, or he had never said. He must have been 
a roamer, one of those men who never fitted’ in and who wan- 
dered about the country in those early days doing a few jobs that 
slaves didn’t do. He must have drifted in to the old plantation and 
died there, leaving only his name and the statement he had been 
a Baptist for a long time. He was buried in the corner where the 
dead slaves lay, so he was not a member of the family. Only his 
stone, which answers so few questions, remains to puzzle us today. 


: When Dinty Moore bought the place it was the 
Plantation wreck of an old cotton plantation. Mike Whatley 
saw it at its best. It was probably rather well worn out by the time 
the War Between the States came. There were pine trees on it, 
and some hardwood, growing on land which once were fields, when 
it was bought a few years ago. When Dinty Moore’s bulldozers 
went to work clearing it, they found, deep in the piney woods, old 
home sites with the “front-yard” cedars still there, competing with 
the pines. Some of the pines were of a size to indicate they had 
grown for at least 25 years. They were on fields which had been 
abandoned when the boll weevil came in the early twenties. 


Great ditches, some of them large enough to hold a four-room 
house, had cut their way through much of it. Dinty Moore filled 
them with the trees bulldozed down in clearing the fields. 


Prizes Dinty Moore tied the red soil down with grass and it is 

paying off. One of his prize bulls, grown and fattened 
on Georgia grass, was a recent prize winner in Denver and bought 
by a Montana rancher. At the last show one of his young bulls, 
bred and grown out on the place, won in his class at Denver, beat- 
ing 22 Western bulls. The man has bit the dog when a Georgia 
cattleman can send stuff to the big shows which Western beef 
growers want. I am not saying his cattle are the best. They are 
as good as I have seen and, looking at them, I thought them the 
best I’d seen. I know they were the fattest. 


When Mike Whatley died and was buried there by the slaves, 
the system in existence seemed secure enough. Few, if any, dreamed 
it would ever change, and almost no one entertained an idea there 


was anything wrong with it. 


But change was even then at work.. The machinery of change 
was bringing the War Between the States nearer and nearer. Today 
the machinery of change is aié#d by the machinery which replaces 
mules and hand labor and old cotton acres, grown up in trees or 
washing away through their gullies, are being tied down by grass 
and cattle graze where once cotton grew and slaves, and later 
croppers, chopped and picked it. 

And once again farm credit is harder and harder to get. Too 
many loans on farm machinery are at about 12 percent. Change— 
change—change—is at work. 


I wish I could have a half hour with the shade of Mike Whatley 
and ask of him, “What do you thihk of things, Mike?”

GOP Help for Truman? 


W ASHINGTON—The President’s 1950 strategy is directly keyed 
to his expectations of Republican behavior, and if these expecta- 
tions are correct, his strategy looks pretty good. It must be added 
that the Republicans show every sign of anxiety to co-operate with 
the President in this respect, in the completest manner possible. 

A rather violent resurgence of isolationism among the Repub- 
lican majority in Congress is the first thing to expect. Fear of this 
has, in fact, brought Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, 
back prematurely to his Senate duties. 


A rest of several months is still indicated, to assure Vanden- 
berg’s complete recovery from his recent operation. With remark- 
able courage and self-denial, the Michigan Senator has ignored his 
doctors’ advice, in order, as he has admitted to intimates, to save 
his party from hanging the isolationist label on itself all over again. 


slsata The Senator’s recent statement, calling for econ- 
Conciliation omy in foreign spending, was not what most 
people have supposed—an indication of change of heart. It was, 
rather, a shrewd move to conciliate his Republican,colleagues and 
win their ears to his advice. a 


There are several reasons, however, why Vandenberg’s sacrifice 
may well prove fruitless. The first is the impairment of bipartisan- 
ship in foreign policy tor which the White House has been respon- 
sible since the election. This process still continues. It is known, 
for instance, that the State Department would like to rename Sen. 
John Foster Dulles to the United States delegation to the United 
Nations. But the White House is understood on good authority 
to be demanding that Dulles first pledge himself to hold aloof from 
active Republican politics. This is, of course, a violation of bipar- 


tisanship’s first principles. 
Taft A further, and even more important, reason’ for the re- 
surgence of Republican isolationism is the campaign for 
re-election of Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio. Until this session, 
while stoutly isolationist in his votes, the Ohio Senator has been 
somewhat restrained from forays into the foreign policy field by 
the tacit understanding that this is the province of Sen. Vanden- 
berg. Now, however, Sen. Taft is trying to make his own views 
of foreign policy a central issue in the Ohio campaign. 

Taft has, to be sure, proclaimed what is called a “Monroe Doc- 
trine for Europe.” But he has simultaneously denounced almost 
every kind of effort to rebuild European strength or to protect 
Europe from aggression. His emphasis on foreign policy in Ohio 
will surely reflect itself in the Senate. An ailing Vandenberg will 
have hard work beating off the assaults of an active Taft. 

Finally, this difficulty of Vandenberg’s will be immeasurably 
increased by the pressure from the major Republ an contributors 
for a strong isolationist stand by their party. is 3 the third, 
and in some ways the most important, reason for Vandenberg’s 


alarm. 

Bait The Republicans and conservative Democrats may well 
succeed temporarily in blocking the established foreign 

policy. The trouble is that the disastrous effects of such isolation- 

ist victories in Congress will almost certainly be plain to the 

electorate before the voting in November.
